“T he gospel record moves across

for m any things. 
Of course, in a 
very rear sense, th a t is true of life - 
in any period. 
“ But here was a striking group of 
such men. 
Ten m en th a t were 
lepers. 
Once 
having 
seen 
them 
you could never forget th a t hope- , 
less com pany standing there by the 
roadside. 
They needed to be h eal­ 
ed. cleansed, to be set back in the 
stream of life once more. 
“And then one 
day 
th a t 
One 
whom they needed cam e along th at 
way. 
He reached out and ad m it­ 
ted them into a new’ w'orld. 
One 
retu rn ed to give thanks, an d he 
was a S am aritan, poor fellow', and i 
not w orth m uch anyhow.

were m en th e n living w ho would 
have wished th a t because he was a 
S am aritan he m ight have continued 
in his leprosy until it rotted him 
away. 
Sad enough, th a t Is the way 
m en can be—rotten w ithin as well I 
as w ithout.
